Rather does their opposition to the 
proposed Legislative Council spring from an earnest desire that 
the premature establishment of such forms of government 
should not diseredit them for ever in Palestine. A Legislative 
Council is to-day undesirable and impracticable, because it 
would focus all the existing enmities and fan them into a white 
heat of intensity.

Mr. SAMUEL SAMUEL, M.P. 


By the death of Mr. Samuel Samuel, at his residence in Berkeley 


Square, Hay Hill, W., on Tuesday, Parliament loses its oldest member 
in age, though not in service. 


He had been in failing health for 
some months. Born ia 
London in 1855, the 
deceased, who was a 
bachelor, was educated 
here and in Paris. He 
was a brother of the late 
Lord Bearsted and a 
partner in the firm of 
Messrs. Marcus Samuel 
and Company, Bankers 
and Merchants.

which he was a member. In 1920 he was elected President of the 
Jewish Soup hitchen, in succession to Sir Charles Henry. and for 
many years he took a great interest in the work of that body. 
Although a member of the Palestine Economic Board, Mr. Samuel 
was not a Zionist, and several times expressed the hope that England 
would “clear out” of Palestine. He was interested in the promo 
tion of trading relations between all countries, and, as President of 
the Commercial Group of the House of Commons, he presided over 
the twelfth International Parliamentary Commercial Conference 
held in London in 1926, at which thirty nationalities were 
represented. In 1929 he was appointed an Associated Officer of the 
Order of the .Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem. He was a 
Lieutenant of the City of London. 

The funeral was at Willesden Cemetery yesterday morning, 
and a Memorial Service at the Central Synagogue, Great Portland 
Street, in the afternoon was arranged.

Samuel Samuel will be missed in many places and by many friends 
within and outside our community. His long, busy life was devoted ‘to 
the interests of his country and his people, and his dual allegiance to his 
tritish citizenship and his Jewish obligations made him an example of 
which we were all justly proud. I would like to write a few words of 
appreciation and gratitude for all he did on behalf of the Soup Kitchen 
for the Jewish Poor, which enjoyed the privilege of his guidauce 
and co-operation. When he accepted the office of President several 
years ago, he immediately evinced a deep interest in the great 
work which this charity has to perform: he gave his advice and 
his money lavishly. He followed in detail the many phases of 
our activity and never failed to place at our disposal his wise 
and generous heart and mind. It was the heart of an essentially simple 
man who cared little for personal honour or personal wealth, except for 


the opportunity it afforded him of doing a service to his fellows. He was. 


the soul of generosity and never could he turn a deaf or uninterested ear 
to the appeal for help. During his tenure of office, which now, alas, has 
ceased, the Soup Kitchen often found itself faced with a crisis due to the 
prevailing conditions of unemployment among a large section of our 
people who ordinarily would not come within the scope of this Charity, 
and never did we find him unwilling to give his directing counsel and his 
own personal contributions to ease the situation. It wa3sa pleasure to us 
all to be associated with him and to recognise such a friend of the poor 
and needy. Our Community is the poorer for his loss, and many of his 
co-workers, of whom I was one, now mourn the loss of a real friend.

The Ext rior of the She Iter in Manse I said that their pro- 
riverside and at rail- 

way stations where continental trains arrived was still carried 
on, as before, during the two years under review ; 26,000 passengers 
were met by the Shelter officers in the year 1952, and about 
29,000 in 1933. The President paid tribute to the work of the 


Immigration Officer; 1,894 immigrants stayed at the Shelter in 
1932 and 2,134 in 1933. In these two years 170 and 856 non. 
Jews respectively stayed at the Shelter. After the disaster ‘last 


year in Germany, the Shelter was the first organisation to deal 
with the immigrants from that country. Long before the Central 
British Fund and the Refugee Committee were formed, long before 


the organisation for the general relief of the refugees was 
started, the Shelter stepped in and prevented a calamity. The 
German problem he was afraid was no nearer solution. At 
one -time refugees could withdraw their money from Germany 
to the extent of about 200 to 300 marks a month. Now they 
could only withdraw ten marks a month. That was an 


exceedingly serious problem that was facing them. The Jewish 
refugees who had come here had actually been an asset to this 


country. He was not speaking of the academic people who 
were doing research work and were an asset, but the people 


who had established factories and who were employing hundreds 
of British people thus reducing the number of unemployed here. 
Against every refugee they had placed they had taken five to ten 
English employees off the unemployment list, and they hoped that 
by that means they would eventually become self-supporting. 
Mr. Schiff spoke of the work of the Advisory Bureau presided 
over by Mr. Mundy which gave advice to English and foreign 
born Jews in regard t) passports and the regulations at 
various consulates. They were in close touch with the Ministry 
of Labour and the Home Office, and while they did not always 
see eye to eye with these bodies, on the whole he could really say 
that both the Refugee Committee and the Shelter. had received 
every consideration from the Home Office and the Ministry of 
Labour, and from the police in the East End of London. Mr. Schiff 
appealed to those who had brought over foreign relatives to see to 
it that these relatives did nothing which would conflict with the 
interests of this country and the government of the day. There 
were comparatively few Jewish Communists in the East End, but 
unfortunately their number was grossly exaggerated; and he did 
feel that they ought to use their influence as far as possible with 
young people who, if they were not foreign-born, were of foreign.

Rationalising Professional Persecution 


Jewish doctors and lawyers fare in the news again and further 
restrictions have been placed on those Jewish doctors who are still 
allowed to remain on the panels of the Sick Benefit Funds. Ata 
meeting of the Association of Panel Doctors held in Dessau, the 
Chairman ruled that Jewish members cannot vote or take part in 
any discussion. If a Jewish member wishes to make a proposal, he 
must ask an “ Aryan’ member to make it on his behalf. 

The question of Jewish doctors in Germany generally was 
brought up by the Public Prosecutor in an action heard at Essen 
against two Jewish doctors. Goldberg and Stern. on a charge of 
abortion. “It is essential to clear up the entire situation with 
regard to the place of the doctors in the life of the country.” he said. 
“The conception of what a medical man is, underwent a serious 
change during the last century. Instead of being a helper of man. 
kind, seeking to relieve suffering, the doctor became a businessman, 
and people came into the profession whose sole concern was to make 
money and acareer. The idea of service was lost sight of. People 
got to the top of the medical profession who were not fitted for it 
ethically or racially. It was not denied that the medical profession 
in Germany was very strongly under the influence of the Jewish race. 
We do not dispute that members of the Jewish race have rendered 
immense services to medical science. The question whether the 
Jewish race is in principle worse than the German, cannot, perhaps, 
be decided. But it 1s certain that the Jewish race is different, and 
this is definitely shown in the realm of sexuality, in which the 
race has exerted a sinister influence. There were the 
teachings of Freud and the much more malignant teachings of 
Magnus Hirschfeld, whose crimes outweighed a hundredfold all the 
good that any Jewish doctors may ever have done. It is in these 
psychological roots that the explanation of the behaviour of the 
used is to be found.’

A correspondent who has just returned from Germany relates 
the following incident from Diisseldorf. Three young Jewish people 
sat down in arestaurant to drink a glass of beer. Afterafew minutes 
the proprietor appeared requesting them to leave. Questioned for 
the reason, he pointed to a group of Brown Shirts who resented the 
presence of Jewish guests. 

Another correspondent relates that Nazis recently entered the 
Vaterland Café in Breslau and expelled all Jews by force. In 
Breslau, too, some Nazis thrashed a Jew named Joseph Stark because 
he was engaged to be married to an “ Aryan.” 

The NORDSCHLESISCHE TAGESZEITUNG, of Glogau, Silesia, 
threatens to name three salesgirls of the Jewish firm of Haurwitz, 
who, it alleges, have relations with Jews. It approvingly refers to 
the SturRMER for its work in this direction.

AntiJewish propaganda in the provincial towns is becoming 
more and more pronounced. Addressing local meetings in Marburg 
and Baumgarten, the leaders of the German Labour Front urged 
the workers and employers to strengthen the fight against the Jews 
and to maintain racial purity. In Ansbach, Bavaria, the district 
leader of the Peasant Association, addressing a conference of 
peasants, emphasised that the Jews must be fought “ because they 
have an evil influence on the German population.’ 

It is dangerous to speak openly in public, as the following letter 
shows. It was received by a Jew who was indiscreet enough to

* It has come to my ears that you are broadcasting the 
rumour that Germany's wool and textile goods demand is no longer 
covered, ic., that such goods will soon be unobtainab'e.

Fighting Anti-Semitic Propaganda 


FASCISTS IN ENGLAND AS ACTIVE JEW-BAITERS 

The New World Fellowship, the only militant non-party non- 
<ectarian organisation preaching anti-Fascism, held a meeting on 
‘Thursday evening in last week at the Devonshire Hall, Devonshire 
Road. South Hackney. 

Mr. NATHAN Bircu, Director of Propaganda of the New World 
Fellowship, who presided, in the course of his remarks, said that he 
wanted to call the attention of those present to the fact that during the 
oast few months not only in certain sections in London but particularly in 
provincial towns in this country, the Mosley organisation and the other 
iliied organisations of Fascism have been printing and circulating a type 
f anti-Semitic propaganda which to day was practically beyond belief. 
When one realised that even Cabinet Ministers were not safe to-day 
from attacks which were made by these Fascist organisations, they 
could begin to realise that there were no steps which these people 
would not take to reach their desired goal. For example, continued 
Mr. Birch, holding a leaflet issued by the Imperial Fascist League, 
an attack has been made upon Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha because he is a 
Jew and the Minister of Transport, and they end up on that leaflet on 
which they attack him with the words “ Perish Judea!” Now one might 
say, surely people won't pay any attention to this kind of rubbish; but 
unfortunately this kind of rubbish was pow being circulated in vast 
quantities in the homes of the people of this country,and whether they liked 
it or not, if only one person out of a hundred read these leaflets he might 
believe that to be the truth. The Jews then become the common enemy 
of these people because they have been told that the Jews are responsible 
for all their ills. Mosley at Plymouth recently made bitter attacks upon 
the Jewish Community. Ilis sp eches, unfortunately, were not report: d 
in the Press, when they would have been a warning particularly to the 


. Jewish Communities throughout this country, as to what Mosley meant 


ant’ what his aims really were. Mosley gained the enthusiasm of his 
iudiences in the Provinces by referring to what he called this alien menace. 
The Blackshirt organisations were not slacking in their efforts to create 
antagonism. They of the New World Fcllowship were fighting Fascism 
upon a non-political and non-sectarian. basis. They did so because they 
believed that Fascism would destroy democracy and the happiness of all 
their people, whether Jew or Gentile. Mr. Birch quoted General Smuts’ 
remarks at St. Andrew’s University when he warned this country not to 
close its eyes to the dangers which confronted democracy here. It was 
areal peril. They had to take active steps to combat this menace, 
and to start fighting it now, constitutionally, before the trouble was right 
up to their necks. He appealed to those of the Jewish (Community, no 
matter to what section they belong, to come and assist in destroying those 
that wanted to destroy all of them. He knew that there were people 
who said: this thing will never happen here. How many times had 
that been repeated in other countries where dictatorships now rule”? 
tle wished that the Jewish Board of Deputies of this country would go into 
the provincial towns and investigate what was really going on, because 
they would learn that in little country places people were being told by 
Fascists not to trade with certain Jewish shopkeepers. Mr. Birch, in the 
course of his remarks, quoted the following from a pamphlet by 
Charles M. Dolan, ex-national propagandist, British Union of Fascists: 
“Mosley, for political reasons only, often declares that he is not anti- 
Jewish; but I know that 90 per cent. of the movement is definitely anti- 
Semitic in feeling. I have myself seen officers of high rank in Mosley’s 
organisation leave headquarters with their friends specially bent on Jew- 
baiting expeditions. Another significant fact is that no Jews are allowed 
to enrol in the Fascist organisation.” 


“If You Want to be Slaves .. .”’ 


The EARL OF KINNOUL, in the course of his speech, appealed to those 
present to work as hard as they could against 'ascism in this country. 
They must go among their friends and explain to. them what Fascism 
meant and what it would mean if there were a dictatorship here. “If 
you want to be slaves,” he declared, “then you will allow the Fascists to 
gain power in Britain.” 

Mr. A. SANTEN said that every one of them had something to lose by 
simply taking a passive attitude of indifference to this question. Unless 
they were prepared to answer the call now they would suffer, as others 
had suffered on the Continent. 
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Herr ROBERT VON SCHAUROTH, of the Hamburg Democratic Party, 
spoke of conditions in Nazi Germany. He said that Hitler promised the 
people more than any other leader and in that way gained the confidence 
of the people and got into power. Whatever the Jews did in Germany 
was wrong, and he admired them for their fortitude and bravery, and for 
having kept their heads as long as they had during all their humiliations. 
Hitler would not be satisfied until all the Jews either died or left Germany. 

The CHAIRMAN made an appeal for financial help for the Fellowship. 
Support could be given, he said, either by donations or regular subscriptions.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The following is an abstract of the Annual Report of the activities of 
the Association for the period Janaa.y Ist, 1933, to June, 1934, which 
was submitted at the Annual Meeting held last week. Among the figures 
quoted in the Report are these in connection ,with the Child Guidance 
Clinic: 

During the six years ended in 1933, the Clinic dealt with 735 cases. In 1933 
aione the number was 214, and in the first six months of 19814 203 In 1927 the 
acting personnel consisted of 7 workers; m 1934 there were S32 workers, of whom 
6 were engaged in secretarial work only. It must not be concluded, however, 
that the increase in the facilities for treatment and in the volume of work has 
meant a corresponding improvement in the financial position of the Cline. 
‘This expansion is due to an increasing reliance on voluntary services on the one 
hand and, on the other, to a growing recognition of the value of the work among 
parents, teachers and others which has resulted in more cChascs being referred 
for treatment and in closer co-opertion generally. ’

Mr. Nahum Sokolow, the Zionist leader, has concluded a series of 
articles, in HAO LAM, on the subject of modern youth in general and 
Jewish youth in particular.

HAS JUDAISM A FUTURE IN SOVIET RUSSIA? 

By far the most Illuminating account of the general Jewish 
position in Soviet Russia is contained in the impressions now 
appearing in the Toa from the able pen of Mr. B. Z. Goldberg. The 
impressions cover a wide field, but the notes referring to Jewish 
religion are of particular interest. 

He gives a graphic account of the difficulties that the Jew who wants 
to conform to Jewish religious rites encounters.

In the process of time the Rabbinic embroideries turned the 
imple tale into a many-sided drama, and for generations the matrons 
of the Ghetto read the drama with fervour and devotion. It may 
not be without interest for the matrons and others of these latter 
days to catch a glimpse of the fiction which was popular among 
Jewish lady readers of the past. The following version first came 
into vogue probably in the early part of the ninth century. 

God said, ~ Take now thy son.” Abraham: “ Which one?” 
(iod: “ Thine only son!” Abraham: “The one is the only son of 
his mother and the other likewise.’ God: “Whom thou lovest.”’ 
\braham: “I love them both.” Then God is driven to name him 
specifically: “even Isaac.’ The author feels called upon to account 
for this roundabout course to the goal. God could easily have 
directed Abraham to take Isaac. But the more words, the greater 
the reward in store for the Good Man. 

No sooner said than done. Observe, reflects the writer, how 
vealous our hero was to carry out God's bidding; for though he 
possessed many men servants and maid servants, yet he saddled the 
ass himself and he left early in the morning. Abraham was in 
somewhat of a quandary. Should he tell Sarah what he had been 
asked todo? Women are strange creatures, Abraham is made to 
say to himself; you never know their reaction to things. If he told 
her, she might kill herself when she finds her son gone. Accordingly 
Abraham adopted a stratagem. “Let us make a feast,’ he suggested 
to his wife. ~ See, we have been given a son in our old age, reason 
enough to eat and drink and be merry.’ Sarah was content. 
During the festivities Abraham recalled that he had found God at 
the age of three, their son, however, who had already attained 
his thirty-ninth year, had not vet been introduced to divine 
invsteries. ~ Let me take him therefore.” Abraham suggested, “to 
a certain place for the purpose and I will there initiate him.’ 
Again Sarah was content, saying “Go in peace!” 

Whereupon “ Abraham rose early in the morning,” for he said 
to himself: “IL will depart with all speed, lest Sarah allow second 
thoughts to weigh with her and she change her mind.” Besides, 
he wanted to be away before people were up and about. But Satan 
would not leave him alone. Inthe guise of an old man he showed 
a good deal of inquisitiveness, saying to Abraham: “ Where are you 
off to?” Abraham: “ Topray.’ Satan: Whoever heard of a man 
on his way to prayers carrying fire and wood and a slaughtering. 
knife with him?" Abraham: “It may be that we shall be absent 
for some little time and we shall require to slay an animal and cook 
it for our foods’ Whereupon Satan laughed him to scorn, saying: 
~ A fine father you must be who art ready to slaughter the son born 
to you when you were a hundred!"" But Abraham was unmoved, 
knowing that he was engaged on God's errand. 

Satan however. would not cease troubling. Taking onthe guise 
ofa young man, he accosted Isaac with “ Where are you going?” 
isaac: “To learn Torah.’ Satan (mockingly): “While you are 
alive, or after you are dead ?” Isaac: “Whoever learned Torah 
when he was dead?” Satan: “Fool that you are, your father is 
taking you along to the slaughter.’ Isaac: “If that is God's will,l 
will go willingly.” 

Even then Satan continued to molest them. “ On the third day 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw the place afar off.’ Why 
should it have taken three days? the author asks. It was Satan's 
doing. For when he could make no impression on the travellers by 
his words, he placed a broad-flowing river in their way. Abraham 
attempted to cross it, wading through the water until he was almost 
drowned. Whereupon the Patriarch prayed to God, pleading that if 
he and Isaac were lost in the flood, no one would be left to keep 
alive God's word in the world. Forthwith the river was dried up 
and they stood on solid earth. 

What manner of place was this that he saw afar off? It was a 
deep valley. But in God's view, a valley was no fitting spot for His 
glory to rest in. A King, He reflected, does not dwell in alow place, 
but in a dominating position which all men can see. Instantly the 
neighbouring hills were brought together to form one height. In 
Isaac's eyes the new peak was a grand sight, a lovely place 
surmounted by a rainbow. But the two servants saw nothing. 
Accordingly Abraham said to them, “ Abide ye here with the ass and 
{ and the young man will go yonder, and we will worship and come 
back to you.” Since you, like the ass, cannot see the radiance of 
the mount, it is fitting that you stay with the ass. Note, too, the 
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writer continues, that Abraham must have known in his heart of 
hearts that both would return in safety. 

Follows the conversation between Father and Son. As Isaac 
learned the truth from his father’s lips a dread terror fell upon his 
soul. But he did not flinch. “If He has chosen me, my life is 
willingly given to Him.” Therefore, “they went both of them 
together.” Arrived at the place of sacrifice Isaac implored his 
father to tie his hands and feet lest he should struggle. In this 
moment he recalled his mother and begged that she should not be 
told of what had occurred, either when she was standing near a pit 
or on the roof of the house, lest she fall and die. 
stalled hii. 


But Satan fore- 
He carried the intelligence to Sarah and she gave up 
the ghost as a result of the shock. Hence. points out the writer, 
no sooner have you finished reading the story of the sacrifice of 
Isaac than the death of Sarah is reported. 

The ancient homily is not without its moral. God's promise of 
blessing to Abraham's children is confirmed By myself have I! 
sworn!” But Abraham also cried, “ By myself have I sworn—that 
I will not depart from this altar until you promise me that, when in 
years to come my children sin before you, you will remember for 
them my willingness to sacrifice my only son at your behest! 
God agreed, saying: “ When the children of Isaac plead before Me 
on Rosh Hashana and blow on a ram's horn, I will redeem them 
from their iniquities.”’ 

Such is the ancient sermon. If it were being elaborated to-day, 
attention would doubtless be called to the psychological aspect ol 
the story. What must have been Abraham's feelings when the 
request reached hith? The Ancients were not concerned with the 
psychology of the incident but only with its religious implications. 
The Patriarch was entirely obedient. Never a word of surprise is 
uttered that God should have demanded such a sacrifice—even if it 
were only as atest. But Satan and his machinations appear. For 
many generations those who read the story probably believed in the 
reality of Satan. Such a belief may sound strange to.some of us 
to-day. But let us not be too hard on those who lived before us. 
since there are not a few good, pious people in our own times who 
are convinced that Satan exists. Lastly, the moral of the story ts 
interesting. It has been the theme of numerous Synagogue poems, 
forming part of the Liturgy for the New Year, and in times of ruth 
less perecution, when the life of Jews was cheap and Jewish parents 
literally sacrificed their children for the sanctification of God's 
Name, the Rabbinic elaboration of the story of Isaac's sacrifice was 
not only topical but a source of comfort to many in sore distress. 
Circumstances alter cases. The scholar in his study may see in the 
story an ancient record of human sacrifice. The Jew on the edge of 
martyrdom may find in it an inspiration to the supreme sacrifice 
dying for a principle. From this point of view, it may be said of the 
Rabbinic version of the Biblical original: Walk gently here for it is 
holy ground.

ilebrew passages which Jewish children inthis country were taught

The story must have enjoyed no small popularity among Jews. 
reachers inancient times dwelt lovingly upon itand elaboratedevery 
In the process of time the Rabbinic embroideries turned the 

imple tale into a many-sided drama, and for generations the matrons 
of the Ghetto read the drama with fervour and devotion. It niay 
without interest for the matrons and others of these latter 
days to cateh a glimpse of the fiction which was popular among 
lewish lady readers of the past. The following version first came 
into vogue probably in the early part of the ninth century. 

God said, “ Take now thy son.” Abraham: “Which one?” 
(iod: “ Thine only son!” Abraham: “The one is the only son of 
his mother and the other likewise.’ God: “ Whom 
\braham: “I love them both.’ God ts driven to name him 
specifically: “even Isaac.” The author feels called upon to account 
for this roundabout course to the God could easily have 
directed Abraham to take Isaac. But the more words, the greater 
the reward in store for the Good Man. 

No sooner said than done. Observe, reflects the writer, how 
ealous our hero was to carry out God's bidding; for though he 
possessed many men servants and maid servants, yet he saddled the 
ass himself and he left early in the morning. Abraham was in 
somewhat of a quandary. Should he tell Sarah what he had been 
asked todo? Women are strange creatures, Abraham is made to 
say to himself; you never know their reaction to things. If he told 
her, she might kill herself when she finds her son gone. Accordingly 
\braham adopted a stratagem... “Let us make a feast,’ he suggested 
to his wife. _~ See,-we have been given a son in our old age, reason 
enough to eat and drink and be merry.’ Sarah was’ content. 
During the festivities Abraham recalled that he had found God at 
the age of three, their son, however, who had already 
his thirty-ninth year, had not vet been introduced to divine 
inysteries. ~ Let me take him therefore.” Abraham suggested, “to 
a certain place for the purpose and I will there initiate him.’

But Abraham was unmoved, 
knowing that he was engaged on God's errand. 

Satan however would not cease troubling. Taking onthe guise 
ofa young man, he accosted Isaac with “ Where are you going?” 
isaac: “To learn Torah.” Satan (mockingly): “ While you are 
alive, or after you are dead ?” Isaac: “Whoever learned Torah 
when he was dead?” Satan: “Fool that you are, your father is 
taking you along to the slaughter.” Isaac: “ If that is God's will,l 
will go willingly.”’ 

Even then Satan continued to molest them. “ On the third day 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw the place afar off.’ Why 
should it have taken three days? the author asks. It was Satan's 
doing. For when he could make no impression on the travellers by 
his words, he placed a broad-flowing river in their way. Abraham 
attempted to cross it, wading through the water until he was almost 
drowned. Whereupon the Patriarch prayed to God, pleading that if 
he and Isaac were lost in the flood, no one would be left to keep 
alive God's word in the world. Forthwith the river was dried up 
and they stood on solid earth. 

What manner of place was this that he saw afar off? It was a 
deep valley. But in God's view, a valley was no fitting spot for His 
glory to rest in. A King, He reflected, does not dwell in alow place, 
but in a dominating position which all men can see. Instantly the 
neighbouring hills were brought together to form one height. In 
Isaac's eyes the new peak was a grand sight, a lovely place 
surmounted by a rainbow. But the two servants saw nothing. 
Accordingly Abraham said to them, “ Abide ye here with the ass and 
{ and the young man will go yonder, and we will worship and come 
back to you.” Since you, like the ass, cannot see the radiance of 
the mount, it is fitting that you stay with the ass. Note, too, the 
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writer continues, that Abraham must have known in his heart of 
hearts that both would return in safety. 

Follows the conversation between Father and Son. As Isaac 
learned the truth from his father’s lips a dread terror fell upon his 
soul. But he did not flinch. “If He has chosen me, my life is 
willingly given to Him.’ Therefore, “they went both of them 
together.” Arrived at the place of sacrifice Isaac implored his 
father to tie his hands and feet lest he should struggle. In this

The Ancients were not concerned with the 
psychology of the incident but only with its religious implications. 
The Patriarch was entirely obedient. Never a word of surprise is 
uttered that God should have demanded such a sacrifice—even if it 
were only as atest. But Satan and his machinations appear. For 
many generations those who read the story probably believed in the 
reality of Satan. Such a belief may sound strange to some of us 
to-day. But let us: not be too hard on those who lived before us, 
since there are not a few good, pious people in our own times who 
are convinced that Satan exists. Lastly, the moral of the story is 
interesting. It has been the.theme of numerous Synagogue poems, 
forming part of the Liturgy for the New Year, and in times of ruth 
less perecution, when the life of Jews was cheap and Jewish parents 
literally sacrificed their children for the sanctification of God's 
Name, the Rabbinic elaboration of the story of Isaac’s sacrifice waa 
not only topical but a source of comfort to many in sore distress. 
Circumstances alter cases. The scholar in his study may see in the 
story an ancient record of human sacrifice. The Jew on the edge of 
martyrdom may find in it an inspiration to the supreme sacrifice 
dying for a principle. From this point of view, it may be said of the 
Rabbinic version of the Biblical original: Walk gently here for it is 
holy ground.

Labour Attacks on Revisionist Meeting 
— -— 
TWENTY-THREE INJURED IN FIGHTING 


MANY ARRESTED 


A clash between Roavisionists and Labourites occurred last 
week in Haifa, after a Revisionist meeting had been held in the 
Hadar Hacarmel suburb. 

A police communique issued in Haifa says that the police were 
stationed outside the Maccabee Hall in Hadar Hacarmel, to which 
admission was by ticket only. Eighty or ninety Revisionists were 
present at the meeting. There was a crowd of Histadruth members, 
numbering about 1,500 present before the meeting started. The 
windows of the hall were broken by persons outside when the first 
speaker began. The people outside also booed for ten minutes, and 
then suddenly a heavy bombardment of stones through the windows 
began from the western unlighted side of the building, and then 
stones were hurled from all sides. The police were obliged to use 
their batons, and eventually cleared the road and the surrounding 
streets. At midnight a further crowd was dispersed. 

Twenty-three persons of both parties reported to the Hadassah 
Hospital, and two were detained. Several arrests were made on 
Thursday evening and eight on Friday. Dr. von Weisl was slightly 
cut over the eye by a stone. Seven policemen were slightly injured.

Excavation in Samaria 


LIGHT ON EARLY ISRAEL? 


Mr. J. W. Crowfoot, C.B.E., described his excavations at Bosra 
and Jerash, and Miss D. A. E. Garrod, her excavations of prehistoric 
deposits in caves at Athlit at a meeting of the British School of 
Archwology in Jerusalem, which was held on Thursday of last week 
at the Rooms of the British Academy, Burlington Gardens, W., the 
High Commissioner for Palestine, Lieut.-General Sir Arthur 
Wauchope presiding. 

Sir Arthur said he took a great interest in the work which thea 
Society had been, and was doing in Palestine. He also testified to 
the high value of the work that was being done by Mr. Crowfoot and 
Miss Garrod. 

Mr. Crowfoot announced that he hoped to resume the excava- 
tions at Samaria by which he has disclosed what he believed to be 
a portion of the ivory palace of Ahab. He also found a fragment of 
an inscribed tablet. If the remainder could be unearthed it might 
shed important light on the history of Israel, since hitherto there 
has been an almost total lack of inscriptions among the antiquities 
excavated in Palestine.

They had been able by means of consolidation and development to 
admit a larger number of girls from abroad, and to train mo 
students for absorption into the economic life of Palestine, and by 
means of their travelling teachers in Palestine to link up with a 
still greater proportion of the newly-arrived women from Germany 
and other countries and assist them to adapt themselves: and by 
extending their Infant Welfare organisations, give services that 
were urgently required. Their agricultural training institution had 
had to be extended to accommodate 100 more pupils. The Second 
House at Nahalal was opened in May of this year by Lady (Herbert) 
Samuel... By a birthday gift given by the Canadian branch of their 
organisation to their founder and President, Mrs. Lillian Freiman, 
a sum of £10,000 was guaranteed for this project, which will be 
known as the “ Lillian Freiman’" House. The Allocation Committce 
of the Central British Fund for German Jewry had advanced them 
mn loan of £5,860 repayable in five years, which was divided among 
the institutions where German girls were placed.- One hundred and 
two Germans were admitted to their Agricultural Institutions, and 
ten tothe Domestic Science School. The gitls were admitted on 
Students’ Certificates, and therefore they had had to make them 
selves responsible for the maintenance of. such holders for the first 
three years of their sojourn in Palestine. The need to open 
additional Infant Welfare Stations in Tel-Aviv was growing daily 
more urgent. <A further grant of £2,650 from the Women’s Appeal 
Committee had facilitated the expansion of a number of day créches 
and nurseries where children could be looked after while their 
newly-arrived parents were seeking work or were actually in 
employment, 

The Rey. J. K. GoLpBLoom, speaking on the Shekel, said that 
nowadays women’s work and influence was extending in ever 
sphere. Yet the Shekel was still largely neglected. This yea 
which had been a record year, women had so far taken only 11,000 
Shekalim. In view of that fact a serious situation would arise 50 
far as women in this country were concerned at the next Congress, 
when it was hoped to have a strong British representation.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN EXECUTIVE AND GENERAL ZIONISTS 
COMMUNICATED | 

The Zionist Central Office has issued the following statement: 
” The discussions between the Executive of the Zionist Organisation 
and the World Union of General Zionists were concluded last week 
in the presence of Messrs. D. Ben-Gurion and bB. Locker, members of 
the Executive, and Dr. L. Lauterbach, Secretary of the Organisation 
Department, as representatives of the Zionist Organisation, and 
Messrs. F. Bernstein (Rotterdam), Kurt Blumenfeld (Jerusalem), Dr. 
Martin Rosenblueth (London), Dr. E. Schmorak (Lwow) and Dr. I. 
Schwarzbart (Cracow), on behalf of the World Union of General 
/ionists. 

“Fullagreement was reached on proposalsaiming at the exclusion 
of inadmissible methods in relations between parties and on measures 
intended to enforce Zionist discipline. The Executive presented a 
scheme for a reform of the Organisation and it was agreed to accept 
the proposals for a reform of the Shekel and the Congress procedure 
which will be submitted for adoption to the competent bodies of the 
Zionist Organisation after consultation with the other parties. 
The representatives of the World Union of General Zionists 
expressed their full agreement with the political activities of the 
Executive both in regard to their general policy and the methods of 
their work.

M.?. ON THE JEWISH QUESTION 

Captain Malcolm Bullock, M.P., in addressing the Wallasey Central 
Conservative Club the other day on “Germany,” said that Hitler had 
conceived a violent hatred of the Jews because he had been done out of 
jobs by Jews in Vienna. He was apt-to bracket together Jews and 
Communists. Referring to the Jewish question, the Captain said it had 
been instilled into the minds of the German people for the last ten years 
that the Jews were at the bottom of all the trouble, and so it was natural 
that they had been vindictive and fanatical towards them. There was no 
excuse for attacking people on racial grounds. As a result of his methods, 
Hitler had the entire civilised world against him. 


At a meeting of Rotarians held last week at St. Helens, Lancashire, 
Mr. J. Berens spoke on the situation in Germany. He said that Europe 
was familiar with pogroms which have happened at intervals throughout 
the centuries, but few organised massacres had been carried out with such 
subtlety and meanness as the present silent pogrom now going on in 
Germany. It would be almost impossible, added Mr. Berens, to justify 
Germany's cruelty to political opponents on any ground, but Dr. Goebbels 
had urged that the policy was one of defence and not of aggression, and 
that German polit cal, economic and cultural life was in danger of bein; 
brought under Jewish influence, an influence ont of all proportion to the 
size of the Jewish race in Germany. In the process of conditioning the 
German nation to believe this, the Jews had been accused of almost every 
calamity which had befallen Germany, from the starting of the War, the 
declaring of peace and the controlling of international banks. Mr. Berens 
also indicated what a great debt Germany owed to the Jewish race it 
culture, science and art and how many of her distinguished sons had been 
turned into the gutter to starve because it was necessary to glorify the 
Aryan race and suppress the Jews. 

Last Sunday evening, at a meeting of the World Peace and Social 
Reform Committee, held at the hall of the Willesden Presbyterian 
Church, Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, O.B.E., gave an account of the diffi 
culties being experienced at the present time among the Jews in Germany. 
in the course of his address, Mr. Montefiore said that the Jews were the 
only opponents of the Nazi regime who had been singled out for persecu- 
tion, and only because of the accident of their birth. He did not deny 
that, previous to the Nazi regime, there were a large number of Jews 10 
the professions. About one-third of the Jews in Germany 1}:ved in Berlin, 
from where Nazis always took their figures when quoting statistics. 

At the opening of the Palestine and Bible Lands Exhibit on, at 9, 
Tufton Street, Westminster, on Tuesday, at which Lord Lee of Fareham 
presided, the Bishop of Barking, Dr. Inskip, said: They all felt an 
especial sympathy with the Jews at this time. There was perhaps

New Tendencies in American Jewry 


Break Away From Reform Judaism 


A STARTLING DEVELOPMENT 
From our Correspondent—New Yor«] 


One of the chief reactions of American Jews to the persecution 
of German Jewry has been to strengthen the conviction that 
assimilation cannot be an answer to the Jewish problem. put 
beyond this, there has resulted a perceptible tendency towards an 
abandonment of the historic position of Reform Judaism. To-day, 
there are few Reform Rabbis who cling tenaciously to this con- 
ception of the Jewish future. On the contrary, the trend away from 
teform Judaism has undoubtedly increased within recent months. 
there have been several congregations in various parts of the 
country which have broken away from Reform entirely, and have 
identified themselves with Conservative Judaism, which takes the 
middle course between Orthodoxy and Reform, but adheres tothe 
fundamentals of traditional Judaism. 

The approaching metamorphosis of Reform Judaism in America 
can also be seen in the statement that the ritual and preaching 
programme of the Synagogue is to be reshaped in accordance with 
changes made by the Central Conference of American Rabbis, the 
official union of Reform Rabbis. In other words, the Reform 
Rabbinical Association itself is planning to make changes in the 
Reform ritual, changes which will no doubt bring Reform Judaism 
a step nearer to Conservative Judaism. 


“ Super-Reformism ” 

On the other hand, there has been a highly interesting reaction 
in the opposite direction. In Los Angeles, a new ~ Reform Church 
of American Israelites’ has been organised under the leadership of 
Rabbi H. C. Straus. . The aims of the Synagogue, which the Rabbi 


hopes will become a nat onal movement, are revolutionary. The 
term " Synagogue’ will be eliminated, and replaced by ~ church, 


while Sunday will be observed as the day of rest instead of the 
traditional Sabbath. The reason for the former change is given by 
Rabbi Straus as follows: ~'The word ‘Synagogue | 1s rejected because 
it-is a Greek word for the Hebrew “henueseth’ or ‘Assembly. An 
assembly or gathering may be for cultural, economic or political 
purposes. The word ‘ Temple, of Latin origin, has a pagan conno- 
tation which is misleading. But the term ‘Chuarch’ has an unequl- 
vocal meaning—a building or organisation devoted exclusively to 
religious ends. The fact that it has been used by Christians as 
descriptive of their religious organisations does nos rob it of its 
significance. What we want to emphasise is that we are come 
together for religion and for religion only.” 

The further step of eliminating the words “Jew” and 
* Judaism,” Ribbi Straus explained as follows: “It is high time to 
discard a word that has been burdened by misunderstanding and 
which corroborates the myth of racial origins. As thefe is an Aryan 
myth now made the vehicle for hatred and brutality, so there is a 
Semitic myth. Hypothetical biological origins may be of interest 
to speculative anthropologists, but as practical religionists we are 
concerned only with spiritual origins. We stem spiritually from 
the Prophets of Israel, and all who join with us in belief or deed 
are our co-religionists. ’ 

The reactions to this movement have been paradoxical. 
According to Rabbi Straus, the most important result so far has 
been, not the gaining of new recruits from existing Orthodox, 
Conservative or Reform congregations, but the drawing into his 
Synagogue of Jews who had never affiliated themselves with any 
Synagogue before. In other words, the new congregation is 
meeting the present needs of those who have experienced a new 
urge to affiliate themselves with Jewish life. 


Mr. Meyer W. Weisgal, who was General Director of the pageant 
“The Romance of a People,” in New York last year, has signed ;

Dr. Schussnigg’s Important Re-Statement 
| 
Equal Citizenship for Austrian Jewry 


FEARS OF SERIOUS DISCRIMINATION ALLAYED 
From our Correspondent —VIENNA_ 

The President of the Communal Council, accompanied by 
members of the Presidium, called upon the Chancellor, Dr. 
Schussnigg. on Tuesday, and discussed with him in detail the situa- 
tion of the Jews in Austria as set out in a memorandum which they 
presented to him. 

Dr. Schussnigg promised to devote his personal attention to the 
schools question, and repeated his declaration that the Government 
of Austria was determined to stand by the Constitution which is 
the fundamental law of Austria and which ensures equality and 
equal rights for all cit!zens before the law. 

The interview lasted for over an hour, and the satisfaction 
which the Jewish deputation expressed with the results has greatly 
reassured Austrian Jewry, who had feared the approach of a policy 
of discriminatory treatment. 


“Jew Suss’’ Banned 

The Austrian authorities have prohibited the showing of the 
Gaumont British film “Jew Siiss.” 

The film had been running in Vienna for several days, but it 
was the victim of considerable propaganda from both Nazi and 
Clerical sources. It was alleged that the “ pro-Jewish” ten- 
dency of the film offended the feelings of a large part of the popula- 
tion, and that there were parts in it which might be considerad 
anti-Catholic propaganda. The film had already been amended 
follow ing Catholi protests. 

lronically enough Austrian film producers are protesting against 
Germanys attitude in prohibiting the showing of those Austrian 
iims in Germany the performers in which are not Aryans. Several 
such prohibitions have been recently made with c¢ msequent loss 
to the Austrian film producers. They now demand that the 
\ustrian Government should intervene on their behalf with tha 
German Government to obtain permits for showiug their films in 
Grermany. If this is not done they threaten to stop the showing of 
German films in Austria. 


HOLLAND 


Refugees Commissioner's New Appeal 
> —— 
Dutch Government’s Offer 
Krom our Correspondent AMSTERDAM | 

The High Commissioner for Refugees, during his short stay in 
Holland, took a further opportunity last week at a meeting in 
Amsterdam, of. giving publicity to his views on the present 
situation. He could foresee, he suid, no improvement in the near 
future of the Jewish position in Germany, and predicted that it 
would take some considerable time yet for a return to normal con- 
ditions as far as the Jewish people were concerned. Especially sad 
was the position of the Jewish youth in Germany, whose only 
salvation was emigration. More than a million pounds sterling, he 
reported, had already been expended on work in relieving distress 
and in emigration, but considerably more financial help was 
urgently required. In this connection he recalled a conversa. 
tion he recently had with Sir Osmond d’Avigdor-Goldsmid in which 
he mentioned that he would be considerably less troubled 
about the future if the world at large would do its duty to German 
Jewry in the same proportion as was being done by the Jewry of 
the Netherlands.

The peace-time 
record of Jewry in philanthropic and cultural progress is no less 
striking. It has often been said that every country gets the Jews 
it deserves; it is no less true that our British Jews deserve well of 
their country.”

Reception to Sir Daniel M. Stevenson, Bart.

On the occasion of his being elected Chancellor of Glasow 
University, the Scottish Council of Jewish Youth Organisations held 
a reception in honour of Sir Daniel Stevenson last week. Among those 
present were Lady (Herbert) Samuel, Sir Robert Wilson, Sir John 
Samuel, the City Chamberlain, Councillor Rosslyn Mitchell and 
Miss Jacobson, private secretary to Sir Daniel Stevenson. Mr. Myer 
Kissenisky, who presided, in welcoming Sir Daniel, said that in 
German universities they instiNed discrimination and hatred 
between man and man. Such conditions, however, did not reign 
at the Glasgow University. Sir Daniel's philanthropy had spread 
throughout various causes and institutions from which Jew and 
Gentile alike had benefited. His was a shining example of devotion 
and love for his fellow-men, worthy to be looked up to by the 
students, He hoped that Sir Daniel would be spared for many 
years to carry on his wonderful work. 

Sir Daniel, in replying, said that throughout all -his public life 
there had never been any idea of discrimination and he never could 
understand why people should discriminate because of race or creed. 
The Cause was the thing. He, like all- Scotsmen, had a profound 
admiration for the Jewish people—the people of the Book. Speaking 
of Nazism, he said that it was a sort of madness which he felt 
sure was temporary‘and would in time pass. Referring to the Code 
of the Mosaic .law, Sir Daniel said that, unlike ancient Rome or 


‘Greece, the law was not for the top-dog only, but aimed at fairness 


and equity for the whole people: The English language owed all 
that was best in it to the Hebrew of the Prophets and Psalms, and 
in the passages of the Covenant of the League of Nations one saw 
the ideals of the Prophets-percolating through. Sir Daniel said that 
he was grateful to those Jewish graduates of Glasgow University 
who, at the recent election, had helped to place him in his honoured 
position. 

Lady Samuel said that that was her first visit to Glasgow. 
She thanked the company for their kind message of sympathy to her 
husband who, she Wiis | | Lo Suv, Was making ellent progress. 
She was particularly glad that Glasgow Jewry were paying tribute 
to Sir Dant | who, like themselves, Was a lover of peace. She was

ANGLO-SOUTH AMERICAN BANK 


IMPROVING TRADE CONDITIONS 

The forty-sixth Annual General Meeting of the Anglo-South 
Bank, Ltd., was held on October 2ith, at Southern House, London, B.C. 

Sir Bertram Hornsby, C.B.E. (the Chaitman), referred to the Annual Report 
of the Bank of International Settlements which, he said, indicated very clearl 
that, in the opinion of that high authority, local trade and commerce were 
rmproving, and that such improvement was a condition precedent to a revival 
of international trade relations. Last year he had given comparative figures of 
the prices of some of the most important commoditiesaffecting South American 
countries; this year variations in the international value of money rendered 
comparisons of little real value 

Their-own Balance-sheet showed, in comparison with the previous year, an 
apparent contraction in most items amounting to some £3,800,000 in total, but

exchange. In actual currencies the figures had been fully maintained. They 
still maintained a strong position of liquidity, the proportion of cash to deposits 
being 29) per cent., &@5 against 32) per cent. the previous year and 17 per cent, 
the year before that.

In ~ bigh warp” tapestry, such as the 


Gobelins, the weaver works from the back or 
wrong side of the tapestry, and to guide him 
the outline of the subject is slightly indicated 
on the‘warp threads stretched vertically on 
the loom. He has an endless number of 
shades and tones of wool and silk which, 
with little shuttles, shoots through the 
number of warp threads required for each 
particular shade, and with these wefts he 
entirely encloses the warp threads. Great 
skill and experience are required not only to 
outline the figure and composition generally 
with accuracy, but also for the grading and 
matching in of tones to secure the rich and 
mellow which constitute the 
principal charm of a classic tapestry.
